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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in the previous Office 
Action. Applicants have added a limitation requiring the capture agent be "in aqueous solution", but this limitation does not overcome the 
applied references. Although Applicants argue that the added limitation requires a different placement from the immobilized pins of Little 
et al (see pages 7-8 of the Remarks, filed May 17, 2006), the limitation is actually broad enough for Little et al to still teach the claims. 
The added limitation simply requires that the capture agent be in contact with aqueous solution, but does not specify how the capture 
agent is located in the solution (i.e. heterogenous or homogenous assay). Since Little et al teach that the immobilized pins are 
submerged in a liquid sample when performing an assay, the pins are in contact with an aqueous solution and therefore reads on the 
instant claims as amended. 
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
